Pennsylvania Brakeman Meets Horrible 


Fate at Early Hour Saturday^Morning 
—Flying Body Strikes Another Train 
man, Who is Seriously Injured 


Struck by a passenger train, traveling at a mile a minute, Clinton. 


Frew, aged 25, brakernan on a Pensy freight, was instantly killed 
at a point wear the Trinway depot at an early hour Saturday morn- 
ing. The flying body struck Charles Hutchins, another brakeman 
on the same train, probably fatally injuring him and he was hur- 
ried to the Protestant hospital in Columbus for treatment. 
Frew's 


remains were brought to this city on train No. 10 Saturday morn- 
ing and removed to Wolfe's morgue, where they were prepared for 
burial. Saturday afternoon, the body was taken to the Nellie chapel 
where funeral services were conducted followed by interment in the 
Darling Run cemetery. Frew was the son of John Frew of the Mo- 
hawk vicinity and was unmarried, while Hutchins' home is in Den- 
nison.
